thrill your four or five-year-old with this action 
toy in which he can ride. Pulling a pin permits 
removal or installation of the shovel boom, so 
a hook can be fitted on the rope and the toy 
operated as a crane. Optional dimensions are 
given, as each toy will have to be built to fit the 
youngster who will use it. Also, if desired, the 
cab sides and roof and the sides of the simulated 
track can be eliminated. 

Start construction by cutting boom parts, B. 
Cut spacers, C, and assemble boom with glue 
and finish nails. Cut boom anchor frames. A, and 
attach cab supports, E, (if cab is used), to front 
and back of frames. Attach seat, F, to rear 
frame. Position boom, and drill holes through 
boom and anchor frames for pivot. Install casters 
at four corners of unit. Cut shovel boom, I, attach 
shovel made from pieces J, K and L. Drill the

Tack on a 
sheet-metal cap to the track sides and cab to 
simulate the track. Paint on the track treads, if 
you desire more realism.

Extension 



if the trunk of your car is just a 
little too short when you try to haul 
a piece of plywood or some lumber 
home from the lumberyard, or does 
not have quite the capacity you 
would like when it comes to carry- 
ing camping gear for that weekend 
trip, this trunk extension might be 
the answer to your problems. 

Although definitely not designed 
for heavy-duty hauling, the exten- 
sion will handle ma"v short-trip 
hauling jobs of bulky items. 

The unit may be installed perma- 
nently in the trunk, or just fitted 
in place when needed. The exten- 
sion shelf slides out to provide as 



much as 6 sq. ft. of extra storage 
space, and can be lengthened in 
2-in. increments by means of lock 
pins. When the slide-out extension 
is completely retracted, the trunk 
lid can be closed; when it is ex- 
tended, the lid is held by tie-down 
straps or ropes fitted in holes in 
the extension sides. 

Dimensions will vary depending 
on the size and type of car trunk. 
First, measure depth, width and 
over-all height of the trunk area. 
Note that the upper ends of the 
vertical members catch behind the 
hinge ledge of the trunk, locking 
the extension in place, making it 



unnecessary to fasten the unit. Cut 
the side members about 1V4 in. 
higher than the rear ledge of the 
trunk, then install cleats that will 
position the upper surface of the 
fixed shelf just above the edge of 
the ledge. Cut the sliding shelf 
in. narrower than the fixed shelf 
for sliding clearance. 

Be sure that the sides of the 
fixed part of the unit are low enough 
to allow the trunk lid to close. Also 
make sure the sliding shelf is posi- 
tioned high enough to clear any 
bumper guards on the car. Paint 
all wood with exterior enamel, then 
wax all sliding surfaces. A A

conventional finishing materials applied with special 
techniques to fir plywood will give that low-cost, 
easily-worked paneling an extremely attractive ap- 
pearance. Our cover is one example; the hi-fi cabinet 
has both "Forest Fire" and "Heirloom" finishes ap- 
plied to the fir plywood used in its construction. 

First, banding or taping on the edges of fir plywood 
is not necessary if filler and undercoat is used, Fig. 1. 
Many of the finishes described then can be applied 
so the plywood has the look of solid stock. 

While most finishes require careful sanding. Heir- 
loom, Fig. 2 looks best if scratches and nicks are in- 
tentionally produced. In place of the turpentine-and- 
linseed-oil glaze, commercial glazes are available. 
School Days, Fig. 3, can utilize the "artistic" efforts 
of your youngsters. Forest Fire, Fig. 4, is a strikingly 
attractive finish. After burning with a torch sand the 
wood carefully, then apply a wash coat of shellac 
(a 50-50 mix of shellac and alcohol). Steel wool after 
shellac is dry, then apply two coats of satin-finish 
varnish. Sand again, then use paste wax. Silver Haze 
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or Gold Haze, Fig. 5, can be made subtle by light 
wiping, given stronger characteristics by heavy rub- 
bing, of the gold or silver paint. Textured Gold and 
Textured Silver, Fig. 6 is similar to Haze finish, dif- 
fers in method of wiping off applied metallic paints. 
Driftwood finish. Fig. 7, is controlled by color of stain 
used. When stain is completely dry, protect with a 
single coat of semi-gloss varnish. Stardust, Figs. 8, 9 
and 10, is feminine finish used where brightness and 
distinctive atmosphere are desired. When bronzing 
powders have set firmly in dried enamel, brush off 
excess. Another coat of varnish then can be applied. 
Black n' Gold, Fig. 11, utilizes strong-grain character- 
istics of fir plywood to provide strong contrast between 
lighter and darker areas. Don't rub off the gold paint, 
just wipe it smoothly. When paint is dry, apply one 
coat of dull varnish as protection. Speckled finish, 
Fig. 12, is a utility finish that can be used almost 
anywhere in the home. For an unusual stained effect. 
Figs. 13 and 14, a new type stain produces equal toning 
on dark and light pieces of wood. A A 



1. Painted finish effectively 
hides the raw edges of ply- 
wood. In photo A, from left 
to right; raw edges, holes 
filled and undercoat ap- 
plied, finally the application 
of multi-color paint. In 
Photo B, "sandwich" of 
four plywood edges is 
sanded smooth with paper 
wrapped around block. In 
photo C holes are filled 
with wood putty that is 
carefully packed into all im- 
perfections. Apply plenty, 
excess is sanded off easily. 
In photo D a thin mixture 
of wood putty is brushed 
on as filler to seal the 
smaller imperfections. Flow 
it on generously, allow it 
to dry completely, then 
sand smooth. Any kind of 
paint now can be applied 
to the edges, as the grain 
is sealed completely. A 
most effective way is the 
use of multi-color paints. 
The various colors of flecks 
in this type paint will assure 
the look of solid lumber. 





2. Heirloom finish is modified, antique white. "Careful 
Carelessness" is needed so sanding is not complete, nicks 
and scratches are not removed. First, apply white semi-gloss 
enamel, then apply a "glaze" of equal parts linseed oil and 
turpentine mixed with burnt umber. 



3. For School Days finish apply full undercoat after careful 
sanding. White is good, but can be tinted. When undercoat 
is dry, brush on heavy coat of latex-base paint, let it set 
for about fifteen minutes. Finally, draw designs with eraser 
end of ordinary wooden pencil. 



4. Forest Fire is really unusual finish (it and Heirloom are 
used on the hi-fi cabinet on the cover), that appears quite 
dark, but lightens as it is sanded. Depth of burning is con- 
trolled by distance of torch from wood. Soft portions darken, 
hard grain does not, producing strong contrasts. 
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5. Silver Haze, left, Gold Haze, right is produced by applying 
ready-mixed gold or silver paint, then rubbing it in with 
cloth parallel to grain. Next, dampen lint-free cloth with 
turpentine, wipe in long strokes in line with grain. Protect 
with coats of shellac and varnish. 

6. Textured Gold or Silver requires heavy application of the 
paint, then a flat pad of cloth dampened with turpentine 
is moved in short parallel strokes to produce finish as in 
left side of photo. Designs, as in right side of photo are 
made with cloth on finger as a "brush". 

7. On'ffwood finish is ideal on brushed fir plywood. First, 
apply a base coat of flat or semi-gloss enamel with a brush 
and let it dry. Apply stain with a cloth, using generous 
amount. Let stand fifteen minutes or more, then wipe away 
excess with clean cloths, wiping in long-parallel strokes 
in line with grain. Hit high spots only.

8. Stordust has feminine appearance, 
starts with full application of semi- 
gloss enamel that is allowed to dry, 
then steel-wooled smooth. Apply a 
brushed-on gloss varnish, allow it to 
dry about one half hour, then sprinkle 
on bronzing powders. 

9. For misty effect on Stardust, blow 
gently on powder after it has settled 
on varnish. On horizontal surfaces, 
powder is simply sprinkled on. Base 
coat can be any color, but keep in mind 
that it must provide definite contrast 
to bronzing powder's gold color. 
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10. On vertical surfaces Stardust finish is produced by 
"spraying" it on. Use small atomizer for this; can be empty 
nasal-spray container as shown. Cut hole in bottom of 
container for spraying, use small cork to plug hole. Practice 
this finish first, as it can be tricky. 



11. Black 'n Gold is a masculine finish, fine for a den or 
study. Start by brushing on application of flat-black enamel. 
Let set for about fifteen minutes, then wipe with cloth 
dampened in turpentine. Let dry, then wipe on heavy ap- 
plication of gold paint, wipe with turpentine. 



12. Speckled finish is a tough, durable surface that can be 
used on walls, furniture, cabinets and almost anywhere. It 
requires application of undercoater, sold at same paint 
stores that sells multi-color paint used. 






13. One problem with staining of fir 
plywood is that due to aging and other 
conditions, some pieces are lighter or 
darker than others. Extensive sanding 
may help different-toned pieces to more 
closely match when stained. 



14. Newly-introduced stain called 
"Bixit" is opaque enough to hide dif- 
ferences in tones of wood, still clear 
enough so that grain shows through. 
Stain is applied with cloth, can be ap- 
plied as heavily as desired.

there are a number of practical 
reasons for covering, (insulating), 
pipes in the home. One is to keep 
in heat, as in the case of lines from 
a hot-water tank, the steam or hot- 
water lines from a heating plant, 
Fig. 4, and the ducts from a hot-air 
furnace. Fig. 6. Another reason for 
insulating pipes is to protect them 
from freezing when they are ex- 
posed to the weather. This situa- 
tion occurs where water lines pass 
through an unheated crawl space, 
and where an outside faucet will be 
used during cold weather, Fig. 5. In 
this instance a method of warming 
the pipes also is necessary and a 
heating cable is first wrapped 
around the pipe, then it is covered 
with insulation and a weatherproof 
wrapping. Such heating cables can 
be obtained with a thermostat that 
turns on the heat only when the 
outside temperature drops to near 
the freezing mark. 



2. Miter box and sharp knife permit 
cutting this insulation at any angle re- 
quired for fitting against various pipe 
connectors and joints.

Still another reason for covering 
pipes is to prevent "sweating". This 
problem occurs only with cold-water 
pipes, and generally is confined to 
basement areas. It also is pretty 
much a warm-weather phenomena, 
when warm, moist air contacts the 
cool pipes and moisture condenses 
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3. Called closed-cell tubing insulation, 
this material is flexible, easily bent to 
tit odd angles and curves in pipes.

on the surface. In the winter most 
basements are heated and the re- 
latively dry air does not contain 
enough moisture to cause trouble. 

If your home does have a heated 
basement, there is little to be 
gained by insulating pipes for any 
reason other than to control "sweat- 
ing". If you are remodeling your 
basement, this is a must, both to 
eliminate the annoyance of dripping 
moisture and to prevent moisture 
damage to ceiling material that is 
installed under the pipes. 

There are various types of in- 
sulating pipe coverings. In Figs. 1, 
2 and 3 are shown two kinds of

lube has a flap that covers the 
lengthwise split in the tube. Tape 
or metal bands hold the insulating 
tubes on the pipe. 

Lightweight fiberglass insulation 
also is used for heating and cooling 
ducts, Fig. 6. There sometimes is 
a chance of moisture condensing 
on ductwork that carries the cool 
air from an air-conditioning sys- 
tem, and the insulation, with its 
outer vapor barrier, prevents this 
from happening.

of the two kinds of "sound condi- 
tioning" required in a home — the 
control of sounds within a room, 
and the prevention of sound passing 
from one room to another — a home- 
shop owner is more concerned with 
the second. While the application 
of acoustical tile to the ceiling of 
a room will suppress much of the 
sound within the room, it will not 
prevent noise in the room from 
passing to a room adjacent, or 
above or below. Sound is energy, 
and an energy-absorbing mass must 
be used to keep sound from passing 
from one room to another. Your 
basement workshop and basement 
recreation room present similar

problems in sound control. The 
high-pitched howl of saws, routers 
and drill motors is matched by 
the laughter of party guests and 
the sounds of music from radios 
and record players. To keep the 
sounds within their own rooms, 
and keep them suppressed within 
those rooms in the basement it is 
necessary to nail two layers of Vfe 
or %-in. plasterboard to the floor 
joists to provide an energy-absorb- 
ing mass, then apply acoustical 
tile to suppress noise within the 
room. Batt insulation can be in- 
stalled between the joists for fur- 
ther sound suppression, but this 
usually will not be necessary. A A

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Hutch -Top Buffet 



1. Multi-purpose cabinet can be used 
to display china, store linens, or as 
knick-knack shelf, storage cabinet. 



this piece ok furniture is unique in 
that the design could be considered 
contemporary, yet might easily be 
period. It can be used as a side- 
board, a buffet or as a storage and 
display cabinet for any of a number 
of items. Fig. 1. From a construc- 
tion standpoint the item is a chal- 
lenge to the craftsman, as it incor- 
porates five different methods of 
bending wood to shape. 

To start construction, first care- 
fully study the drawings and photo- 
graphs. The unit is in two parts, 
the hutch top and buffet bottom. 
Shelves for each section are 
stacked and cut at one time, Fig. 3. 
After cutting the two groups, plane 
them if necessary, so that all are 
the same length and shape. Fig. 4. 
The shelves are birch-faced %-in.

plywood. Make the base first, Figs. 
5, 7 and 9. Cut the vertical pieces 
to length, cut the necessary rabbets 
and dadoes and assemble the 
framework of the buffet. Fig. 7, in- 
cluding the Vi-in. -plywood back. As- 
semble the drawer-guide unit, Figs. 
5 and 9, and install it in the buffet 
framework, Fig. 7. Note that ve- 
neer tape is applied to the two 
inner edges of the front vertical 
members before they are installed. 
The curved base of the buffet re- 
quires a piece of clear, straight- 
grained stock or plywood. Cut it to 
length, then mark the straight and 
curved sections. Make a saw kerf 
to within Vi in. of the face of the 
stock, at the beginning of the curve, 
then clamp the stock to a flat sur- 
face, Fig. 6. Raise the other end 
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3. Bandsaw each group of shelves as a unit; shown are 
buffet shelves. Note scrap boards tacked to back. Auxiliary 
table on saw may be required. 



4. Make sure all shelves in each group are the same shape 
and size. After cutting with bandsaw, true up with a plane 
if that is necessary. 



of the board until the kerf almost 
closes, then measure the distance 
from the bench top to the stock. 
This is the spacing between kerfs. 
Cut and bend the base, wipe glue 
in the kerfs, then install it with 
curved blocks cut from 4 x 4s as in 
Figs. 5 and 10. Sand the board to 



remove irregularities. Fig. 10. Note 
that the back ends of the base are 
attached to a "tie strip" with glue 
and countersunk screws. 

Next, assemble the framework of 
the hutch top, Fig. 2, and nail on 
the back. Make the decorative rail 
on the hutch top with the aid of a

"face bend". In this bend the stock 
is cut away to leave a thin facing 
about 1/16 in. thick. The facing 
strip then is bent around, and glued 
to, a curved member bandsawed to 
shape. Figs. 2 and 11. Lathe-turn 
the spindles for the rail from 3 /4-in. 
dowel stock and attach the rail to

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the hutch top. Lay the hutch on its 
back and measure for the curved 
sides. Make the panels slightly 
longer than would seem necessary, 
as kerfing and bending the 'A-in. 
fir plywood will reduce the actual 
length. Make the first kerf in. 
from the edge of the panel, using 
a thin plywood blade. Make the 
kerf just deep enough to cut exactly 
halfway through the center ply of 
the stock. Now, cut a kerf every 
'/j in. The stock must be held flat 
on a table saw so the depths of the 
kerfs do not vary. Use a push stick! 





6. To measure for kerf spacing, make 
kerf near end of board, clamp as 
shown, lift until kerf almost closes, 
measure height of lift. 



7. Buffet framework here is upside 
down, curved block cut from 4 x 4 is 
clamped in place to hold curve of base. 
Note various glue blocks. 

Apply glue to the shelf edges, ver- 
tical members and to the back of 
the panel. Start at the front and 
work to the back. Use galvanized 
shingle nails, spaced 1 in. apart. 
Heat a section of the panel with an 
iron, Fig. 8, bend it as the heating 
allows, then nail it. Now, attach the 
hutch top to the buffet bottom, 
after fitting the top to the buffet. 
The buffet top is the same shape 



as the buffet shelves, but is slightly 
larger. The radius for the center 
curve is 20% in., for the side curves 
is 11 in. Use IV* -in. No. 8 flathead 
screws and glue to attach the hutch 
to the buffet. Attach the plywood 
panels to the buffet. Fig. 7. using 
the iron. The greater radius of the 
buffet eliminates the need for kerf- 
ing the plywood here. 

You now are ready for veneering. 
Cut the veneer sheets to size, join 
them and tape together. Apply con- 
tact adhesive according to direc- 
tions on the container to both the 
veneer sheets and the curved 

8. Heat plywood panel with iron to 
bend it around curves. Heat section at 
a time, as it bends naturally, set iron 
down, nail that section.

panels of the hutch and buffet, then 
apply. If bubbles appear in the ve- 
neer, later on, set the iron between 
"rayon" and "wool" and hold it 
over the bubble for a few moments, 
applying pressure. The heat reacti- 
vates the adhesive and smooths the 
wood. The veneer on the original 
was cherry; can be any hardwood. 

The final wood-bending exercise 
is called laminating, an item being 
made up of thin sheets glued to- 
gether. The door and the drawer 
front of the buffet are this lami- 
nated construction. A press is nec- 
essary for this job, Figs. 12 and 13. 
If you have access to a metal-turn- 
ing lathe, the clamp screws are 
made up easily. They also can be 
purchased from a number of work- 
bench advertisers. The clamps 
alone, or clamps and frame can be 
purchased. The form in which the 
laminations are clamped must be 
made up as indicated. The grain of 
all sheets in laminated construction 
runs parallel. Glue is brushed on 
both faces of the inside laminations 
— 6 laminations are used — and they 
are placed on several sheets of 
wrapping paper placed over a sheet 
of do-it-yourself aluminum. Paper 
and aluminum are placed on top 
and the press is clamped down. A 
couple of C-clamps are used at 
each end of the press. Note that a 



brad is driven at the center line of 
the stack of laminations near each 
end before the stack is placed in 
your veneer press. Make the door, 
then the drawer front, allow the 
glue to set at least 24 hrs., then 
remove the items from the press. 
Trim and fit them to the openings 
in the buffet. Semi-concealed 
hinges are bent to fit the door, and 
recessed as indicated in Fig. 13 so 
they will operate with the curved 
door and curved sides of the buffet. 

Tape all exposed edge grain of 
the plywood members, then sand 
all surfaces carefully. A A

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Noise Suppression For CB 




1. Generator on the engine of this Corvair has been quieted with unit designed 
specifically to eliminate whine produced in this component. 



when you install any CB trans- 
ceiver in a truck or car there is 
going to be at least some interfer- 
ence from the electrical and ignition 
systems that must be suppressed 
for optimum performance. 

There are several basic rules in 
all suppression operations: First, 
the offending noise must be stopped 
at the source of generation; if it is 
allowed to radiate into the air it is 
almost impossible to suppress. Sec- 
ond, all connections must be me- 
chanically and electrically tight. 
This may require that some connec- 
tions be soldered. Third, all leads 
must be kept as short as possible; 
any excess length may become a 
transmitting antenna for noise. 

Following are the symptoms and 
suggested cures for the types of 
noises most commonly encountered 
in a mobile installation. 




2. To silence ignition coil, coaxial ca- 
pacitor is placed in series with lead 
that runs to ignition switch. 



Generator Noise: This noise is a 
whining sound in the transceiver, 
the pitch being dependent on engine 
speed. To check for generator noise 
turn on your headlights to bright 
and race the engine, then turn off 
the ignition switch. The offending 
whine will be present until the en- 
gine ceases rotating. (Make sure 
that your transceiver is not in the 
ignition-switch circuit so that it 
shuts off with the switch.) There are 
several methods used for generator- 
noise suppression. The tuned-type 
filters employing a coil in series 
with the armature are good, an- 
other method is to use a .5 mfd. 
coaxial capacitor (Sprague #48P18) 
in series with the armature lead on ■ 
the generator. One of the best 
generator-noise suppressors we 
have tested is the "Whinegetter" 
made by ComTronics, Shawnee- 
Mission, Kans., Fig. 1. When any of 
these suppression methods are used, 
the lead between the armature 
connection and the filter must be 
very short, filter mounted securely. 

Ignition Noise: This will be a 
series of sharp "popping" noises in 
the transceiver. To check for this 
interference, race the engine, shut 
off the switch. Ignition noise will 
disappear the moment the ignition 
switch is shut off. There are sev- 
eral potential noise-producing points 
in the ignition systems, and each 
must be worked on separately. 
First, all high-tension wires must 
be clean and free of grease, oil and 
cracks or breaks. If the car is over 
three years old, the best bet is to 
replace all spark plug and coil wir- 
ing with new, non-resistor-type wir- 
ing. This is not a hard-and-fast 



rule, however, as even new cars 
may have bad plug wires. Spark 
plug and coil wires should have all 
connectors soldered securely to the 
wire. (This normally is not done.) 
Spark plugs should be cleaned and 
regapped to manufacturer's speci- 
fications, and the outsides should be 
cleaned. If possible, replace the 
plugs with resistor type, preferably 
Auto-Lite. Resistor wiring is not 
recommended with resistor plugs, 
as a decrease in engine efficiency 
may result. The coil should be 
clean and securely grounded. Re- 
move the wire from the coil that 
goes to the ignition switch and in- 
stall a .1 mfd. coaxial capacitor, 
(Sprague #80P3) in series with this 
lead. Fig. 2. Ground the capacitor 
mounting bracket beneath a bolt 
or screw as near to the coil as pos- 
sible. The distributor cap and body 
should be cleaned, the distributor 
points and condenser replaced and 
the points properly gapped. 

Voltage Regulator Noise: 

This sound usually is a random 
"burping" sound that occurs at 
fairly low engine speeds. Install a 
.1 mfd. coaxial capacitor (Sprague 
#80P3), in series with both the 
generator and battery leads at the 
regulator. Install a 10-ohm, 1-watt 
composition resistor, in series with 
a .001 mfd. ceramic capacitor from 
the field terminal to ground, Fig. 3. 

Wheel Noise: "Crackling" sound 
produced when static electricity 
generated by tires discharges 
through the thin film of grease be- 
tween the front-wheel bearings and 
the axle. Eliminate with grounding 
springs inside the grease caps. 

Small electric motors used for 
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3. Coaxial capacitor is fitted to gen- 
erator and battery leads, capacitor and 
resistor to field terminal on regulator. 

the heater, windshield wipers, etc., 
may create a "whine" that can be 
suppressed by installing a .001 mfd. 
disk ceramic capacitor from the 
"hot" lead to ground. Electrically- 
operated oil and gasoline gauges 
may cause random scratching 
noises that can be suppressed with 
the .001 mfd. capacitor from the 
sender-unit wire to ground. 

If there is still noise: ground the 
engine block to the frame in several 
places with heavy, braided cable. 
Ground the hood to the body near 
the hinges. Ground the tailpipe, 
muffler and exhaust pipe to the 
frame. This latter assembly can be 
around 100 in. long, close to the 
102-in. length of a CB antenna and 
can really give trouble. In most 
cases, not all the corrective sup- 
pression methods suggested will be 
necessary. When you have reduced 
interference to an acceptable level, 
the suppression job is complete. A A

Great variety in sizes, shapes and styles of wall-hung kitchen 
cabinets is illustrated by photos of kitchens on this page. All 
doors have overlapping lip all around, differences in styling 
are provided by choice of wood, application of trim, kind of 
finish that is applied. Note that heights of various wall-hung 
cabinets varies according to location; those over range and 
for pass-throughs are quite high, those over regular counter 
are lower. In all cases there is a soffit, or a shelf, over the 
cabinets, as it is impossible to reach that high from the 
floor without the use of a ladder or stool. In some cases, 
cabinets for "dead storage" are used. 
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1. First step is to mark off locations of dadoes for shelves 2. If radial-arm saw is used, cut along marked lines first, 
on inner faces of side members. Lower shelf is above facing. then shift stock slightly between passes with saw. 



Wall-Hung Cabinets 



AFTER MAKING THE RELATIVELY large 

and heavy base cabinets for your 
kitchen you will find the building 
of wall-hung units a pleasant change 
of pace. These units are much 
smaller, lighter and construction in- 
volves almost no complications. 

While all the kitchen cabinets 
must be of the same style and fin- 
ish, there is considerable variation 
in the sizes. Those above the sink 
and countertop should be high 
enough to allow plenty of working 
clearance and headroom, while a 
cabinet above a range must allow 
sufficient space to eliminate any 
fire hazard. 

While it would seem preferable to 
build cabinets as high as possible 
to provide maximum storage, even 
if some of the space required the 
use of a ladder, appearance is im- 
portant and decorators favor the 
low-level line. Cabinet heights are 
kept fairly low even in rooms with 
high ceilings, a soffit being used 
above the cabinets. 

As a rule-of-thumb, the space be- 
tween various base units and the 
wall-hung cabinets are as follows: 

Over work counter, leave 15 in. 
when cabinets are about 12 in. deep. 
20 in. with cabinets up to 18 in. deep. 

Over a countertop range, leave 
28 in. to allow for hood and blower. 

Over the sink, allow 30 in. 

Make cabinets a maximum of 36 
in. wide; this is fine for double 
doors, keeps shelves short enough 



4. Table saw also can be used to 
make dadoes for shelves. Note that 
shelves are Vi-'i. thick, while cabinet 
top is cut from %-in. plywood.

so they won't buckle under weight. 

Whether a cabinet is 12, 24 or 36 
in. high, general construction de- 
tails are the same, Fig. 3. Cabinet 
sides are hardwood-faced %-in. ply- 
wood, "good one side." If the sides 
of the cabinets are exposed, you 
may want to use plywood "good 
both sides" for appearance. Shelves 
are ^-in. clear pine, the back is 
'/4-in. plywood, the cabinet top is 
%-in. plywood, the cross brace is 
1-in. solid stock, (approx. % in. fin- 
ished), and the front facings are 
%-in. milled - thickness hardwood 
solid stock. Doors are %-in. plywood 
with a bullnose lip all around. (This 



can be varied to suit, as regards 
material and finish.) 

First step is to cut the side pieces, 
making them Vz in. shorter than the 
desired height to allow "leveling" 
clearance at the top. Mark the shelf 
locations, Fig. 1, keeping in mind 
that the bottom shelf must have its 
upper surface flush with the upper 
edge of the trim strip. The shelf 
dadoes are cut, Figs. 2 and 4, as 
well as the rabbets all around for 
the 'A-in. plywood back. A mortise 
then is cut for the cross brace, and 
glue is generously applied, Fig. 5. 
The shelves and sides are assem- 
bled, then the cross brace is at- 




6. Rail is attached with glue and 
screws to sides, screws and nails from 
top board down into rail. 



tached to the sides and to the top, 
Fig. 6. The facing-trim pieces are 
nailed to the cabinet, then are edge- 
drilled for dowels. Fig. 7, for added 
strength. The assembly then is 
clamped, Fig. 8, and the glue al- 
lowed to set. It is a good idea to 
install the back at this time to help 
keep the cabinet square. Make and 
fit the doors now, (their construc- 
tion was described in a previous ar- 
ticle), then remove them to permit 
easier hanging of the cabinet. 

Mark the locations of wall studs 
and soffit framing and drill clear- 
ance holes through the plaster, Fig. 
9. A helper will make hanging the

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cabinets easier, but with the aid of 
a brace to hold the cabinet in posi- 
tion, one man can do the job. Lift 
the cabinet in place, Fig. 10, then 
drive a nail through the cross brace 
into a stud, Fig. 11, to hold the cabi- 
net while you install the other 
screws and nails. After installing a 
few nails and screws, plumb and 
true the cabinet by fitting wedges 
and shims above or behind it, Fig. 
12. Fit and install trim along the 
tops of the cabinets, Fig. 13. In 
some cases it may be necessary to 
use a quarter-round or small cove 
between the wall and the back edge 
of the cabinet to conceal a space. 
In Fig. 14 the cabinet is installed 
and ready for the doors. A single 
piece of trim is run the full length 
of the row of cabinets, and over the 
space above the sink. A scalloped 
member may be installed behind 
the trim above the sink. A A 





9. Before installing cabinets, locate 
wall studs, framing of soffit. Drill holes 
through plaster for clearance holes. 



10. One man can hang cabinets, if he 
uses wood brace to prop cabinet in 
place while he attaches it with screws. 




11. Nail driven through cross rail into stud will hold cabinet 
while screws and other fastenings are installed.

hard maple was used for the orig- 
inal horse in this set that came from 
Norway, but the amateur will find 
white pine easier to carve. First, 
rough the horse to shape with a 
jig saw, then drill between the 
legs as indicated and saw on the 
dotted lines. Use a sharp knife to 
shape it more completely, then use 
rough sandpaper, followed with 
finer grits to finish. Paint the body 
of the horse tan, the mane brown, 
then glue on harness of thin black 
plastic. Drive in staples for rein 
guides and for the shafts, as indi- 
cated. Slot the mouth with a saw to 
receive the reins. 

Make the cart from Ife-in. maple 
stock, except for the seat backs 
that are iVin. balsa. The shafts of 
the cart are spruce, steamed and 
bent in a form made by driving 
nails into a board, then allowed 
to dry and set. Wheels are hard- 
wood disks turned on a lathe. Turn 
the hubs as part of the two disks, 
then saw out the spokes. The 
latter job is a little delicate and 
calls for patience. Leave the com- 
plete cart the natural wood color, 
and either carve the decorations 
or make with a burning pencil. A A

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Child's Sofa and Chair 



JIM COOK 



You can give no more 
apreciated gift to a youngster 
than furniture that is scaled 
down to his size, that is all his. 



of all the projects that Dad can 
make in his workshop, few will 
give his youngsters more genuine 
pleasure than a sofa and chair that 
are scaled down to their size. Basic 
construction, Fig. 1, is quite sim- 
ple, the frames consisting of 1% x 2 
lumber. The legs are attached last, 
after all upholstering is done. They 




are made V* in. longer than re- 
quired, then clamped in place and 
marked as indicated so they can be 
cut to fit flat against the floor. 
Furniture glides can be attached to 
them after they are nailed in place. 
In Fig. 2 is shown the framework 
for the chair. Note that the arm is 
upside down, the wide side actu- 
ally being on top when the arm is 
attached to the chair frame. The 
angle of the arm is parallel to the 
angle of the back. 

Canvas webbing is tacked to the 
back of the chair and sofa frame, 
as in Fig. 2; the only difference 
between the chair and sofa is in 
the length, all other dimensions 
being identical. No-sag springs are 
arched from the front to the back 
of the seat frame, then covered 
with burlap. A scrap of heavy fab- 
ric also can be used, as in the sofa 
seat in Fig. 5. Seats and backs of 
the sofa and chair are padded with 
cotton batting, foam rubber or ure- 
thane foam. Fig. 4. The padding of 
the seat is folded down over the 
front face of the frame. 

To fit the upholstery material, 
first cut a piece of material about 
% to in. larger than the frame 
dimensions and round the corners 
slightly. Next, cut a 5-in.-wide strip 
of material for the band. Sew the 
band to the cover material, with a 
welt between the two. A home sew- 
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ing machine can handle lighter fab- 
rics; heavier materials, including 
some plastics will have to be sewed 
on a machine used by professional 
upholsterers or awning makers. 
Stretch the sewed covering over 
the padding and frame, pulling the 
lower edge of the band over the 
lower edge of the frame. Hold it 
with a tack about every % in. Tack 
the ends of the band to the back 
side of the rear of the frame. Re- 
peat the padding and covering op- 
eration on the back, then stretch 
the rear edge of the seat cover and 
the lower edge of the back material 
down through the frame members 
and tack to the wood. 

Pad the inside surface of the 
arms with a layer of cotton over 
ducking tacked to the frame, Fig. 3. 
Extend the padding over the top 
and front surfaces of the arm. Cover 
the padding with a piece of burlap 
that wraps over all four edges of 
the arm and is tacked to the out- 
side surfaces of the arm frame. 




2. Canvas webbing is tacked across back of both the chair and 
sofa, while no-sag springs are arched across seat bottom. Burlap 
is tacked over the springs. Note that arm here is upside down. 



Now, nail or screw the arms to 
the frame. Fig. 6. Fit a welt along 
the front and top of the arm. fold 
the edge of the upholstering ma- 



terial and tack it to the arm with 
the welt in place. Cover the back 
of the frame with a piece of up- 
holstery material also. A A 




3. Cover inside surface of arm frames with 8-ox. ducking, also 
cover webbing of back frame with ducking. Material is stretched 
tight, tacked to frame. This is done on both sofa and chair. 



4. Seats are padded with cotton batting, top layer of batting 
is folded down over front of frame. Seat backs receive the same 
padding treatment. Foam rubber or urethane foam could be used. 




5. When the seat cover, welt and band have been sewn to- 
gether, the assembly is fitted over the seat. The band is 
stretched over the lower edge of the frame and tacked securely. 



6. After the inside surfaces of arms are padded with cotton 
over a layer of light canvas or other fabric, arms are nailed or 
screwed to seat frame. Material is applied to outside of arm last.

Lathe -Turned/^Nativity Set 




something different in the way of 
holiday decorations is this group of 
stylized, lathe-turned nativity fig- 
ures. Turning blocks of maple, wal- 
nut, cherry and mahogany are used 
to provide pleasing color contrast, 
and the figures are given several 
coats of varnish or shellac for a 
high-gloss finish. All heads and 
hands are turned of maple, except 
those of the one king that are turned 
from walnut to simulate his dusky 
complexion. The various woods can 
be used in any combination desired 
to produce the effect of different 
colors of clothing. However, the 
angel is made completely of maple, 
to provide the appearance of light- 
colored garments. 

ANGEL: Turn all units separate- 
ly, cut the wings from birch-faced 
'/4-in. plywood or other light-colored 
stock. As with all figures, use a 
short length of 'A-in. dowel to con- 



nect head and body, or turn an ex- 
tension on the body to fit in a hole 
bored in the head. Hands are 
"pegged" into holes in the ends of 
the sleeves. Shape the upper ends 
of the arms to fit against the curve 
of the body. Glue wings to body, 
glue halo to head at angle, so it is 
above head at the front. 

MARY: Turn units and assemble. 
To make the headdress, turn the 
outside profile, then hollow the in- 
side until the shell is about Vi-in. 
thick. Cut off waste portion, as- 
semble the figure in the same man- 
ner as the Angel. 

JOSEPH: Turn units and assem- 
ble, making headdress in same 
manner as for Mary. Note that 
Joseph's arms are at his sides. 

KINGS: Turn units, crowns being 
turned separately. Note that in hol- 
lowing out headdresses that % in. 
of top is left solid. Instead of using 



complete ball for head, split in half. 
Glue half-ball to front portion of 
headdress that is left solid. Glue 
headdress-and-head assembly to 
body. Glue gifts between hands. 
Arms of each King can be positioned 
differently to add variety. 

INFANT: Ends of crib are two 
turned disks with about % in. cut 
off so crib will set solid. Center por- 
tion of crib is turned in same man- 
ner as headdresses, is split in half 
and upper, solid portion is cut off. 
Glue center between ends. Turn 
head and body of Infant in one 
piece, of maple. Turn halo of maple 
and glue to head on a slant so halo 
is away from head at front.

if vol' have ever cut a cabriole leg 
on a bandsaw you will recognize 
immediately the technique that can 
produce intricate and unusual de- 
signs. Even if you haven't cut a 
cabriole leg, you will be delighted 
by the ease with which this type 
saw can produce pieces that re- 
semble hand-carved shapes. 

The idea is simple: The side pro- 
file of the project is marked on one 



Candlesticks can be simple in design; 
this one was wast" 'eft over, coated 
with plastic aluminum. 
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side of the stock, the top profile 
marked on an adjacent side. After 
you have bandsawed one profile, 
the waste material is tack-nailed 
or taped back in place and the stock 
is cut again, following the outline 
of the second profile. Quite often you 
will find that the "waste" pieces 
are shaped interestingly enough to 
be used as additional projects. If 
you preplan, you can produce two 
or three projects from one piece of 
stock, with no waste left over at all. 

Most any kind of wood can be 
used, but check carefully to see that 
there are no checks or cracks that 
might be deep enough to spoil a 
project. Holes for the candles can 
be drilled before or after cutting; 
this depends on the ultimate design. 
If dripless candles are to be used, 
holes drilled in the wood are ade- 
quate; otherwise buy and insert 
ready-made candle cups or eyelets 
that have a flange. A A

PICTURE FRAMES 



frames for pictures need not be the 
standard mitered-molding assembly 
generally used. As a matter of fact, 
some pictures can be made more 



interesting or even complemented 
by a frame of unusual shape or 
style. For example, the frame in the 
lefthand photo in Fig. 1 is used in 



a kitchen where the shelf at the 
bottom provides space for knick- 
knacks. These objects complement 
the picture, (actually a place mat), 




and give it a "three-dimensional" 
look. Construction details for the 
frame are in Fig. 2. In the right- 
hand photo in Fig. 1 is a frame 



made by cutting out a piece of ply- 
wood or solid stock. In Fig. 2 is 
shown how the blade of a table saw 
is gradually raised to make the 



cutout. With a radial-arm saw, of 
course, the blade would be lowered 
through the stock. The frame is 
roughed up with a rasp after it is 
cut out, then painted in a silver 
color. The picture in the frame ac- 
tually is a Christmas card. Lap 
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joints are used for the frame in 
Fig. 4, the upper drawing in Fig. 
3 giving the construction details. 
Note that the ends of the vertical 
members are tapered so the hori- 
zontal pieces are more nearly flush 
with the vertical members. The 
frame is rough-finished to comple- 
ment the outdoor scene it holds, and 
is finished natural. Butt joints are 
used for the frame in Fig. 5, the 
frame members being glued and 
tacked to the backing. The mosaic 



consists of aquarium gravel sprin- 
kled on glue-coated cardboard. The 
cardboard then is cemented to 
%-in. hardboard. Construction de- 
tails and the method of rabbeting 
for the picture are shown in the 
lower drawing in Fig. 3. Wood putty 
is plastered over the frame in the 
lefthand photo in Fig. 7 to produce 
a "gesso" effect. Assembly details 
are shown in Fig. 6. Frames in 
the center photo of Fig. 7 are sim- 
ply shapes cut from plywood. Pic- 



tures are cemented to the back sur- 
faces of the frames. As in the photo, 
a grouping of shapes can be de- 
cided beforehand. The righthand 
photo in Fig. 7 shows an extremely 
simple frame, which is in keeping 
with the starkly modern style of 
the painting and its delightfully 
casual subject. The picture is 
mounted on hardboard, which then 
is cemented to the back surfaces 
of the frame, or set in a rabbet, if 
that is preferred. A A

small enough to be carried easily, 
yet big enough to hold a good selec- 
tion of hand tools for odd jobs 
around the home and shop, this tool 
toter is "quiet" because the side is 
made of a scrap of leather belting, 
or a strip of linoleum.

drawer that is handy for small 
bits, chisels and nails, screws and 
other fasteners. Screw the metal 
to the base, then wrap the leather 
or linoleum around the base and 
mark the opening for the drawer. 
After cutting the opening, attach 
the linoleum to the base with nails. 
Use a strip of light metal inside and 
outside the joint in the linoleum 
strip and drill it and the linoleum 
for rivets. The handle can be bent 
from Vz or 3 /4-in. thin-wall tubing, 
or made from two steel flats and a 
piece of dowel. Screw it to the base 
and bolt it to the linoleum in two 
places, using washers under the 
nuts. The drawer can be made of 
sheet metal or thin plywood, and 
should be a snug fit. A A

"And now to get the dishes done!" 
Kitchen units are simple to make, but 
will provide a world of fun for youngsters. 




if the right size packing boxes are 
obtainable, even Mom can assem- 
ble this three-piece kitchen ensem- 
ble for toddlers. If crates are not 
readily available, Dad can glue 
and nail together some sturdy boxes 
that Mom can fit out for the various 
units. Our photos show the kitchen 
units being used outdoors, which 
is best when sand, mud and water 
are the cooking ingredients, but in 
this wintry weather the items can 
be used indoors and the cooking 
materials can be restricted to soap 
suds and water that are easily 
cleaned and mopped from the floor. 
Apply two or three coats of exterior 
house paint to the insides and out- 
sides of all three units, which will 
permit them to be cleaned with a 
garden hose when they are used 
outdoors or in a basement. 

Fit the "refrigerator" with one 
or two shelves and, where possible, 
provide an ice-cube tray. Use an 
inexpensive cabinet latch and knob. 
Dad might even have latches and 
cabinet pulls in his "miscellaneous" 
collection in the shop. The kitchen 
sink is a crate on its side, the side 
member (if it is a crate), being 
replaced by a piece of Va or %-in. 
plywood. A hole is cut in the ply- 
wood to just fit the outside of a 
toddler-size plastic dishpan, under 
the rim. A scrap piece of plastic 
sheeting, linoleum or plastic lam- 
inate is cemented to the top for 
easier cleaning. Plastic or metal 
edging will protect the sink edge 



and give it a more realistic appe* - 
ance. A piece of discarded plas' - 
shower curtain is tacked to 11 
front of the sink to give it a mc 
frilly, feminine appearance a.

Stripping 
Kitchen Cabinets

one subject about which we have 
received much mail is the removal 
of finishes from attached wooden 
surfaces such as kitchen cabinets 
and woodwork. While the same gen- 
eral principles apply to stripping 
fixed objects as to stripping mov- 
able furniture, due to the large num- 
ber of requests for information we 
are going to devote this article and 
the next to the stripping and re- 
finishing of a set of kitchen cabinets. 

The main difference in the two 
operations is that it is necessary to 
protect the adjoining surfaces from 
paint remover when fixed objects 
are stripped. Fig. 1 shows how the 
insides of the cabinets and all 
nearby surfaces have been covered 
with newspapers and masking tape. 
The doors have been removed. In 
our professional operation we take 
the doors to the shop as it is quicker 
and less expensive. For the home 
owner we recommend that he take 
the doors outside or down to the 
basement for stripping.

We use a paste or semi-paste re- 
mover on vertical surfaces. Fig. 2, 
as the material clings better and 
thus works on the finish. Use gener- 
ous amounts of remover and let it 
do the work. Note the masking tape 
we are using. This is a new ma- 
terial, available in 3, 6 and 9-in. 
widths. Adhesive is on just one edge 
of the masking material, and the 
adhesive will cling even to carpet- 
ing. This makes it fine for pro- 
tecting wall-to-wall carpeting. The 
masking is made by the Masking 
Corp., Homewood, 111., and will soon 
be available to the public. Fig. 3 
shows the loosened finish, in Fig. 4 



it is being scraped off. In Fig. 5 
we are using steel wool and paint 
thinner to clean the stripped surface 
and neutralize the remover. In Fig. 
6 the surface is cleaned, with just 
a few spots that need to be re- 
touched with remover. 

In our next article we will show 
the application of a new finish. 



Q. I have stripped a table and want 
to refinish it, but find that part 
of the wood is mahogany and the 
remainder is different, probably 
walnut. How can I refinish the two 
to look as though they are the same? 



A. We first will say that if a Bix 
dealer is in your area he can pro- 
fessionally strip the item so both 
kinds of wood will be almost the 
same color, and will be compatible 
in tone when stain and finish are 
applied. We also have recently de- 
veloped a special stain that will pro- 
vide the same color to woods of 
different tones, while still keeping 
the wood grain showing in its natu- 
ral beauty. In the event that neither 
our service or product is available 
in your area, we can only recom- 
mend that you stain one wood the 
color you wish, then alter the stain 
with oil color so that it will produce 
the desired color on the other wood. 
This will require a bit of experi- 
menting, but is not as difficult as 
it sounds. 



Q. We recently stripped a table with 
remover and had a successful job, 
but there is an oil spot on the top. 
How can we remove this oil spot 
so it will not show? 



A. This a problem frequently en- 
countered, so if I have answered 
a similar question before, some of 
you may have not seen my answer. 
Scrub the entire table top with steel 
wool and a warm-water-and-deter- 
gent solution. The reason for scrub- 
bing the entire top, is that scrub- 
bing only the area of the spot will 
produce a spot of a different kind 
than the oil, but a spot neverthe- 
less. While all the wood is still wet 
apply a liberal coat of a solution 
made by adding 1 lb. of oxalic acid 
crystals to 1 gal. of warm water 
and mixing thoroughly. Let the 
solution remain on the spot for 5 
to 10 minutes, then flush the surface 
with clear water. Repeat the process 
until the oily spot is removed.

For some time I have been inter- 
ested in bending wood rather than 
sawing it to a curve for I felt that it 
would be stronger if I could hold the 
grain straight and not cut across it. 
However, I have not been able to get 
very much information as to how to 
proceed, except in a general way that 
you have to steam or boil the wood. 
Can you give me any idea as to how 
much boiling or steaming is necessary 
and if there are other ways that 
might eliminate the steaming? Mr. 
D.A.S. Missouri. 



You are correct in assuming that 
heat and moisture make a number 
of species of wood sufficiently plas- 
tic for bending operations. This is 
called plasticising the bending stock 
and is best done by boiling or 
steaming the wood at atmospheric 
pressure. Wood having a moisture 
content of 20-25% needs to be 
heated without losing moisture, 
wood at a lower moisture content 
must have both heat and moisture 
added. Since most air-dried lumber 
has an average moisture content of 
about 15-20%, and kiln-dry woods 
about 10-15%, steaming or boiling 
is necessary, rather than just heat- 
ing. So, for the normal woods that 
you probably will use, plasticising 
can be accomplished by steaming 
or boiling the stock at the rate of 
one hour per inch of thickness. If, 
by chance, the wood is green, it 
will have a moisture content higher 
than 20-25% and the boiling or 
steaming times can be adjusted to 
about V4 hour per inch of thickness. 
After steaming, the bent part 
should be held in the desired shape 
until dry. About two days should 
suffice. In general, hardwoods pos- 
sess better bending qualities than 
softwoods, and the best of the hard- 
woods for bending are white and 
red oak, elm. hickory, ash, beech, 
birch, maple, walnut, sweetgum 



and mahogany. Douglas fir, south- 
ern yellow pine, the cedars and 
redwood are often used for boat 
planking but generally are bent 
only to moderate curvature. It is 
important to pick first-class pieces 
of wood, free from cross grain, dis- 
torted grain and knots. 

Another method of producing 
curved pieces of wood that will 
hold their curve and possess 
strength without the need of the 
plasticising (steaming-boiling) 
treatment is gluing thin laminated 
strips together in the desired 
shape. Both hardwoods and soft- 
woods can be used equally well, 
and short pieces can be utilized in 
the inner laminations. One advan- 
tage of the laminated system is 
that there is much less chance of 
distortion later due to changes in 
the moisture content of the air than 
with steam-bent solid pieces. In the 
lamination process mentioned, you 
merely have to make a form to 
correspond to the shape you wish 
to produce, then glue strip to strip 
starting from the outer edge and 
working in to the desired thickness. 
Width can be whatever is required, 
thickness of each piece is gauged 
by its ability to bend to the desired 
form without breaking.

It is extremely unlikely that any 
detailed information ever can be 
found that will show how to dupli- 
cate the missing parts of the 150- 
year-old spinning wheel. The reason 
for this is quite simple ; the wheels 
were made by individuals who were 
also chair makers, wheelwrights, 
coach makers and perhaps several 
others of the dozens of professions 
during the era of handmades, which 
included just about everything. Un- 
fortunately, we know of no source 
of information. 

It does seem that it might be 
possible to duplicate at least some 
of the parts simply by close study 
of the existing parts.

/ recently bought a house that is 
about 30 years old. There is a full 
basement with a poured-concrete wall 
made by the form boards. I decided to 
coat the walls with a cement wash, 
then paint over the walls with an ex- 
terior-type latex paint. I dampened 
the walls thoroughly, then brushed on 
the mixture of cement powder and 
water. However, as soon as the cement 
dried it became powdery and can be 
brushed off. What is my problem? 
Why doesn't the cement wash stick? 
Mr.' O.L.C., North Dakota. 

A mixture of ordinary Portland 
cement and water is not a paint 
and will not bond to anything, even 
a masonry surface. We suggest you 
wire brush the foundation walls to 
remove the cement, then apply a 
waterproofing masonry sealer 
such as Aqua-Shield, made by the 
Camp Co. in Chicago, and available 
at most building-supply dealers. 
Follow the instructions for applica- 
tion in all details. Almost any type 
of paint then can be applied. 



Would like to buy a 1/6 or 1/8 HP. 
electric motor lo mount on a small 
workbench to drive a circular saw. Will 
cut and rip only light stock. Would a 
motor this size handle the job? Could 
the same motor be used lo turn a lathe 
or drill press? 

Mr. L.S.Z.. Clearwater, Minn. 

We do not recommend a 16 or 
%-H.P. electric motor for any wood- 
working machine. Even if you cut 
only *h to %-in. stock exclusively 
the tool would be much underpow- 
ered. The smallest size motor we 
can recommend — and this with 
some reservation — is a %-H.P. 1750 
rpm motor. Better to invest in a 
new or rebuilt or %-H.P. motor. 
You then will have the power to 
handle work of any size. 



/ am making a gun cabinet of solid 
cherry stock and have some boards 
that are warped. I canot seem to draw 
them straight by clamping. Can you 
advise me how lo straighten them so 
they can be used for the cabinet? 
Mr. R.M., Hagerstown. Md. 



Unfortunately, you do not give us 
the sectional size or the length of 
the boards, or tell us how they are 
warped — whether cupped across the 
width or warped in wind; that is, 
along the length. This leaves us to 
guess, which we are reluctant to do. 

In general you cannot draw any 
board straight by clamping. The 
fibers already have taken a set and 
once released from pressure the 
board will spring back to the or- 
iginal out-of-true position. The only 
practical way — and the method used 
by cabinetmakers and repairers — 
is to cut saw kerfs in the stock on 
the unexposed face to relieve the 
stress that causes the warping. This 
will allow the board to lie flat. 
Usually, the saw kerfs are stopped 
short of the edges, run about three- 
fourths through the thickness and 
are made lengthwise of the stock. 
Just what you should do we cannot 
say specifically, as the method and 
procedure will vary with the thick- 
ness of the stock, the length, and the 
nature of the warp. 




/ am in the process of turning some 
salt and pepper shakers on my lathe 
for later use as Christmas presents. 
Could you advise me where I might 
obtain the pepper grinder parts, or 
even, if they are available for sale? 
Mr. M.R.L., Alabama. 



We know of three sources for salt 
and pepper shaker fittings: Pepper- 
Mill Kits. 1972 Fullerton. Costa 
Mesa. Calif., Craftsman Wood 
Service Company, 2727 Mary St.. 
Chicago 7, Illinois, or the Brodhead- 
Garrett Company, 4570 East 71st, 
Cleveland 5, Ohio. However, we 
suggest that you do not proceed 
any farther with your lathe turn- 
ing until you know the size of the 
fittings you are planning to install. 
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We have a new home built a year 
ago hut have experienced a problem 
with a louver on the west end of the 
roof that allows the snow to blow in. 
It then melts and soaks the hall ceil- 
ing. There is a slanting roof on the 
ends of the main roof coming up to 
the louver so that the snow accumu- 
lates and the winds sweep it in. 1 had 
thought of putting a plywood shield 
over the one louver, but an electrical 
engineer said it might cause the in- 
sulation to freeze. However there are 
two more louvers in the south dormer 
and six in the overhang. The louver tit 
the east end of the roof gives us no 
trouble.

If we understand correctly your 
description of the attic louvers and 
their locations, it probably would 
be permissible to close the one that 
admits snow. Ordinarily, we do not 
recommend closing attic louvers 
during winter months, but in your 
case we think it worth a trial. Use 
plywood and attach it to the louver 
frame with screws, not nails, so 
it can be removed easily at the 
end of winter. 

Incidentally, the insulation does 
not freeze, only the moisture that 
may condense at some point in the 
attic will freeze. 



Can you please advise me where 1 
can order a left-handed 32-tooth 
escapement wheel with a verge to fit 
it? I am making a clock and have not 
been able to find one.

tions, a snow scene to add a point 
of interest in a room, all these can 
be done with a few materials, 
imagination and a little time. First, 
get a piece of %-in. lumber or ply- 
wood; a piece about 10 x 15 in. is 
good for a first, "practice" project. 
Drill various-size holes from Vb to 
% in. in a random pattern in the 
board, then place your material in 
a circle around the board.

vertical drill press, or a radial-arm 
saw, you should own a Safe-T- 
Planer.

adapter is required to fit it to var- 
ious types of radial-arm saws. 

When the planer is used for sur- 
face planing. Fig. 3. it is necessary 
to use an auxiliary plywood table 
that is shimmed to be exactly par- 
allel with the tool in all directions. 
Instructions with the planer de- 
scribe how to make a device for 
checking the table, Fig. 3. 

Regular 1-in. hardwood stock can 
be shaped to make an inches-deep 
picture frame.
